That the definition of a "salary of a first class 
patrolman" who is an active member of the Fort Wayne Police 
Department shall be as described herein for the purposes of 
computing retirement benefits to retired members of the Fort 


Wayne Police Department: 


Indiana Code, Section 36-8-6-9, 
entitled "Retirement Benefits" and 
Indiana Code, Section 36-8-8-11, 
entitled "Computation of Retirement 
Benefits" shall include in the def- 
inition of “salary of a first class 
patrolman" all items described in 
such Sections and shall also include 
all payments made by the City of 
Fort Wayne into such Retirement Fund 
in the form of the assessment out of 
salary which the City of Fort Wayne 
may elect to make on behalf of active 
members of the police force.
